cool it sufficiently, so that the work 
of rescue ouid go on. The firemen. 
held In check, in the meantime, were 
frantic to resume work. They stood 
wringing their hands and crying as 
if their heans would break. In sheer 
desperation, a number rushed through 
the blinding smoke and flames. Mich- 
ael Corrigan, of Truck No, 1, was seen 
at the edgv of the brick wall, his legs 
pinioned beneath a mass of bricks. 
Hf was pleading with his comrade.!! 
to rescue him. A du.su was made 
through the smoke aud fire, and Cor-

POI'LTBT KARMIXG. 


A reader writing from renn.«ylv«nia 


owning a farm located near the best of 
markets wishes to know If he may 
safely go into tbe poultry business ou 
a large scale. Tbow is this ubout the 
poultry business- A limited number of 
fowls, say liKV. Riven the range of a 
farm homestead will need but little 
care and will almost always do well. 
This is the common way of raising 
poultry, i Sen there is- the other way, 
•where t> " *"iisinjt of fowls is made a 
special business, where large numbers 
are kept and the mont scientific meth- 
ods used. The .-ueraKi' mini or woman 
cannot takf up this liittor method suc- 
cessfully all at once, but must l>e train- 
ed for it Many surti poultry farms arc 
in operation in the east where as many 
as 5,000 hens or ducks are cared for on 
one farm and the business is highly 
profitable. Vfe cannot conceive of any 
better use to mnke of a run down east- 
ern farm than to use it in the poultry 
business and have ofteu wondered why 
more of them were uot so used. The 
demand for poultry products is always 
good. If we were thinking of taking up 
a business on the large scale we would 
take a course of practical instruction at 
one of the big f-irms before we com- 
menced business <<" our own account. 


A neighbor hat five acres of potatoes 


which ure Riving him a yield of 200 
bushels to the acre Ho can wll them 
for 40 cents as soon as <luif. They have 
cost no more to rniso than a fl«'ld of 
corn The crop will sell for more than 
the land is worth upon which they are 
grown. 


It is utter folly to keep writing and 


talking about coustntctinp mudproof 
highways at nn expense of SSKJ or $300 
per unlo. It can't Ix- done. The mud- 
proof bighwny, whether built <>f mac- 
adam or gravvl, will cost tnuoh more 
luom-y, no mutter how couvenieut tbe 
supply of such material. 


As between leaving a field of corn 


two-thirds of the curs of which are 
dented to take tbe chances of a Sep- 
tember frost nnd rutting it up f>efore 
the frost we shall do the latter, believ- 
ing that the corn will bo better saved 
in the sbwk 
Thi> fodder will be of 


much greater value nnyway, and we 
believe that the ears will ripen better 
than if frosted and allowed to dry out 
on the hill. 


Two acres of willows planted on 


some moist, rich spot on tbe farm, a 
spot which is worth but 1'ttle for tbe 
production pf crop\ • «tn be made a 
very profitable 
ii> < simont 
for 
the 


planter. By cutting a fifth of it off 
clean each year .a lot of gjwxl summer 
fuel, poles and posts can be obtained. 
Such a grove should not be thinned, 
but cut off clean, as it will then ijulckly 
reproduce itself.
